The monthly meeting of the Parish Council was 
held on Thurs.tSth January 7.30 pm at 2 The Mall. 
Lorry parking 
Parish Councillors expressed surprise that the 
County Council was at last recognising the prob- 
lem of lorry parking. and coneem that no mention 
specifically regarding Bar Hill's overnight lorry 
parking problem had been made. The Clerk would 
invite Andrew Lansley MP to view the situation 
one evening and enlist his support. The Parish 
Council was already arranging for signs stating 
“Private Road - no overnight parking" to be erected 
at the end of Viking Way 
Youth Facilities 
Permission has been granted for land at the front of 
the village to be utilised as the site for a BMX 
ramp. The youths concemed will be attempting to 
obtain funding from the lottery. The Parish Council 
Was very disappointed that the County Council had 
again announced a delay in the Farmhouse building 
work schedule. The work specification had now 
been completed and sent out to various contractors 
for their quotations. 
Play Equipment 
Four quotations had now been received and final 
arrangements were being made to compare them. 
The school and Playgroups will be contacted to ask 
children for their choice of some equipment. 
Planning Applications 
There had recently been some differences between 
the opinions of the District and Parish Councils 
with regard to planning applications. The Chief 
Executuve of the District Council would therefore 
be looking at this situation. with specific regardto 
the two most recent applications. 
Dog Fouling 
New regulations introduced by S. Cambs. District 
Council cover open areas and footpaths within vil- 
lages, and areas alongside roads with a speed limit 
of 40 mph or less. Residents are again reminded 
that dogs are not allowed to foul on public areas 
within the village. 
Development at Longstanton 
The Parish Council were asked to comment on the 
new development proposed at Longstanton. 
Councillors were extremely concemed that the Al4 
could not take any extra traffic: some other route 
would need to be provided. The Bar Hill round- 
about becomes congested with traffic at present, 
especially in the evenings., and could not cope 
with additional traffic from the Longstanton devel- 
opment.

7 ~ It's not long until Shrove Tuesday 
vy and the annual - if sometimes unsuc- 
cessful - ntual of pancake making. 

I'm one of those people who loves pancakes. For 
me the best sort are firm and crisp around the 
edges, moist and soft in the middle, finished off 
with sugar and lemon. Delicious! I’m fortunate 
enough to be married to an expert in the field, so 
this year promises to be as satisfying as ever. 

Pancake making is an old tradition, going back 
hundreds of years. Its origins date back to a time 
when people fasted during the Christian season of 

O Lent, beginning with Ash 
i Wednesday. On the eve of the fast, 
~ people feasted and used up some of 
F the good things from the kitchen such 
as butter, milk, and eggs. It was also a night of 
great fun. with pancake races being popular, before 
the time of more sober reflection began. 

It may be that in your home you enjoy the fun 
and festivities of Shrove Tuesday but have never 
stopped to think about what follows next. In the 
Church we think of Lent as a good way to get 
ready for Easter, when we celebrate Jesus” resur- 
rection from the dead and the great joy this brings. 
During Lent we prepare for this by thinking about 
the reason for his death on the cross, our own sin 
and that of the world. That way we begin to under- 
stand more fully the depth of God’s love in sending 
Jesus to us and we can respond more properly in 
worship and praise at Easter time. 

Perhaps this year, after scraping the last remains 
of pancake from floors and ceilings, you might just 
stop and pause to consider what it’s all for, as a 
way of helping us to get ready to meet afresh with 
Jesus, the one who we know its risen from the dead 
and who ts now alive forever more.

At Cambridge & Huntingdon Health / 
we had been encouraged by earher statements from 
the Government on ifs stance on tobacco. However, 
We are disappointed that the Government has now 
submitted to the sporting and tobacco lobby on the 
issue of tobacco sponsorship and Formula One rac- 
ing. The adverse effect this will have ts on the 
European Umon's bid to ban advertising and spon- 
sorship in Europe. which is now in grave jeopardy. 

Smoking is the largest cause of preventable death 
and illness in the UK and 599 Cambridge and 
Huntingdon residents die unnecessarily each year 
from tobacco related disease. Furthermore, prelimi- 
nary results from the 1996 Household Survey show 
that smoking is on the increase. particularly among 
women. As a Health Authority we have a responsi- 
bility to promote public health 

Cigarette advertising seems to increase children's 
awareness of smoking and encourages them to take 
up the habit. A Government study of world-wide 
advertising bans found that bans were followed by 
significant falls in smoking of four to nine percent. 
If the UK achieved the lower figure. 4000 lives 
would be saved each year. 

We can only conclude the Government is more 
committed to protecting sport and employment 
than to preventing premature death: health is not as 
high on its agenda as these other issues. 

We are concerned that the Government's recent 
action will make it more difficult for the public, 
especially voung people, to take seriously any of its 
future statements regarding health. If you agree 
with our views, we ask you to write to Tessa 
Jowell, Minister for Public Health, 79 
Whitehall, London SW1 2NS or your local MP.
